BOSTON-, MILIS., Marcli Hi.—All Monday 


night a force ot laborers was engaged in 
clearing up tho debris of tho wrecked ears 
ut the scone of tho bridge disaster. 
It was 


slow work nnd Httlo headway was made, j-ot 
tlio men worked hard, and when tho liglit of 
morning was sufllcioat Cor the continuation 
of tlio work without tho means of artificial 
liglit tho work progressed moro rapidly. A 
Im-go force oC policemen guarded tlio wreck 
nnd kept the curious from entering the lines, 
and thus tlio laborors bad sufficient oppor- 
tunity to carry on their work unimpeded. 
Ropes woro stretched around tho ruins, and 
all persons who woro not actively engaged iu 
clearing the wreck wero forced to keep out- 
side the line. 


At an early hour Tuesday morning a large 


force oC men wore put to work at taking tho 
broken bridge apart. Tho baggage car and • 
ono ot tho roar cars had boon completely de- 
molished, and all that marks tho spot whcro 
those two cars woro at tho baso uf tho om- 
batikiuont is a heap of kindling wood, some 
of which has tho appearance of having been 
through a grainhoppcr, so fine was tho wood 
crushed, Tho wreck is a moro appalling 
sight than tho recent ruins at White Rivor 
Junction and 
Dcorflold, and this points 


strongly to tho fact that the train was ruu- 
iiinjj ut a spood of fully twenty-five miles an 
:iour. Tbe forward cars, which lie on the 
embankment and in tLo roadway, remain ia 
tho same positions as when thoy fell. Sev- 
eral of the stovos ot tho cars havo been re- 
moved, and in ovary car tho iron rods ivhicb 
servo to hold them In position havo been 
found to bo securo, while not a stove-door 
was burst open, although ono stove was 
badly broken. 


At 10 o'clock Railroad Commissionor Kins- 


ley arrived on tlio scone and made a tonr 
of tho embankment with a view to investi- 
gating the cause of tho accident. 
Chief 


Engineer Davis, of tho Boston & 1'rovidoncj 
railroad, says it is impossible to toll when 
the wreckage can bo sutUcioutly removed to 
allow of tlio erection of a structure whicli 
will allow of tho resumption of traffic over 
that route. A permanent bridgo will then 
be-constructed and laid when tho coinpany 
fip.d it convenient to do so. Tho prepara- 
tions for tho temporary bridgo aro being 
pushed with all jwssiblo spaed. Traillc will 
b» resumed very shortly.

A careful canvass ;o£ West Roxbury and 


Dedham shows tho mimbor of wounded to bo 
at least tl-1, ot which number fifteen nro 
classed as fatally injured, while moro than a 
score aro iu a precarious condition and thoir 
wounds may prove fatal at any time. 


Thomas Doane, an export civil engineer, 


well known throughout tho country, was at 
tho wrack all day, in tho employ of tho rail- 
road commissioners, with a view to looming 
anything that can bo learned from tho cloar^ 
ing away of tbo ruins and tho .inspection of 
the fragments of tho bridge. At 2:3CI p. m, 
tho commissioners began aniuvostigatiouluto 
tho cause of tho accident. Among tlioso pres- 
ent were Superintendent Folsom, Goorgo 
Putnam, counsel for tho road, and George F. 
Williams, who appeared for certain of tho 
injured. Five employes of tho road, includ- 
ing tho superintendent of bridges, and W, A. 
Aldon, one of tho conductors of tho wrecked 
train, were sworn. Mr. Aldon testified that 
he had bocn in tho employ of tho road since 
1ST:;, and conductor on tho Dodham branch 
sinco 1S7S. His ovldonco oddod nothing to 
that already known of tho disaster.

"But bow do you rend so rapidly!" 
"J acquire the subject matter," said Mr. 


SpofTord. "I pick out tho meat—the pith. I 
pay no attention to tho verbiage. I scarcely 
seo tbo words nntl never note tho form of sen- 
tences. I liavo loanicd, by long practice mid 
having n natural tendency for it, to get tho 
information without tho rhetoric. 
In this 


way tbo thought is got nt n glance. It is not 
tho words you want. When your timo is all 
too short for your work yon can't nfTord to 
wastn it on words. In rending (hero is so 
much that is of no uso to you—a worthless lot 
of verbiage. By practice you can avoid all 
this, Nearly nil books or papers aro taken up 
mostly with rhetoric, and have the fact and 
substar.ro stored away in a. very small space, 
it you only know bow to find it. I sculotn 
spend more than half nn hour nnd never 
more than an hour nnr! a half in rcmling-or 
recoimoisance of tlio largest volume. For in- 
stance, I take thN,"nnd-ho took n volume 
from the shelf, "No," looking nt tho title 
"this is hardly tho proper book to illustrate it 
with. Tin's is Carlylo; ho has to b« read- 
every word. Ho is ono of the few authors 
who cannot be road as I havo described. You 
must read every word, and well it pays you 
for tiio time.
